It matters little what kind of an industry is brought to Coshocton so long 
as itemploys the requisite number of people with the proper proportion of 
men. women and boys and the average wage earnings above tl.50 per dly.pro- 
viding, of course, that the Industry ,1s of such a character that it will run 
continuously. 
Much has been said by all,of us in the exuberance of our local pride 
about the natural resources and advantages that our city offers to manufac- 
turing industries. 
' , . - - - 
A sober second thought on the part of the most enthusiastic will convince 
one that we have little else to offer over inland cities of equal size excepting 
that it is a pretty place, healthful and plenty of room to spread. To those of 
us who are here this argument is enough to encourage us to make our life's 
effort at home, but if we expect outside capital to be brought to our city and 
industries established we are reminded that to foreign capitalists it is a busi- 
ness proposition. Money is the persuader and If we expect to thrive and 
prosper we must offer tbe same inducements for the location of workshops as 
our sister towns about us. 
If we had unlimited vater power such as is at Niagara, or immense beds 


of iron ore, or any other mineral product used in the arts, or if we even had 
unrivaled shipping facilities, we then could offer inducements enough with- 
out cash bonuses. In the absence of these natural favors there is but one 
course open and that is tbe one already, adopted. 
Bring to our town factories employing from 200 people upward so that 
when a payday comes every avenue of the retail trade will know it.Our banks 
can testify that when our present factories pay in gold that in less than 24 
hours more than half of this same gold is back in their vaults throegh tbe re- 
tail d ipositors. It is clear that such a volume of currency cannot travel 
through our trade channels without giving it a decided stimulus. 
Big fac- 
tories bring beads of families, with them'their families, which swells the pop- 
ulation, creates demand for houses, consequently enhances their value, con- 
sumes groceries, clothing and all other commodities. 
\ 
Cities today are like individuals. If they want,to grow they must .go 
after business. If Coshocton wants to get into.the front rank she; must go 
after enterprises with cold cash inducements. Get any kind you can, only 
get big ones.

colonel. He would have written a re- 
ply, but sufficient reasons forbade it. 
I have good cause to believe the bearer 
of this message. lie furthermore told 
me tbat Alejandrino had witnessed the 
entrance of the Oregon's marines Into 
Vigan from.the window of a private 
house, disguised as a civilian, and an 
hour later followed his men up to 
Eangued. It was he who bad led the 
attack on Vigan on the 4th, while Tino 
and yillamor fought against Young at 
Tangadan. On this occasion he had 
barely 200 men, instead of 500, as re- 
ported, all of their ammunition con- 
sisting of five rounds, and poor at 
that."

steered and operated by a wireless sys- 
tem of power controlled from a central 


stoned officer j gtation on shore or on board a ship,

New York Journal. 
The torpedo Is 


controlled by the same electric energy, 
known as the Hertzian waves, which 
ha* been utilized by Nikola Tesla In his 
experiments with wireless telegraphy. 
By tbe new Invention torpedoes may 
be fired either from shore or from ship 
but in either case they are under com' 
plete control until they reach their tar- 
get. On coming in contact with a ship 
tbe torpedo explodes. 


The torpedo in appearance i* of the 


usual sort and is discharged from 
tube. It contains a rudder and an elec- 
tric steering device which is attuned to 
tbe influence of the Hertzian waves. 
The transmitting station i» supplied 
with a generating plant which radiates 
tbe Hertzian waves. Tbe torpedo can 
be steered either to port or to star- 
board by sending forth Hertzian wave* 
of different velocity 


Tbe portion of the steering device 


which sendi- the toin'do to port is actu- 
ated only by waw*. say of a frequency 
of 1,000.000 a second 
The portion of 


^he machinery which sends the torpedo 
to starboard is actuated only by waves 
of 2.000,000 vibrations a second. Tbe 
phenomena may roughly be compared 
to the operation of a tuning fork. When 
a tuning fork in the key of C is sound- 
ed, all the strings on a piano in the key 
of C respond. The A strings are equal- 
ly sensitive to the sound of a tuning 
fork in A.

Dr. Garner C. Wood Fo«nd It on III* 


Farm In the Town of Son»er«, Tol- 
land County— Yn«ny« Made That 
Seem to Indicate That Mining- "Will 
Pay. 
The report of the discovery of gold 


on tbe Sheldon farm, in the town of 
Somers, in Tolland county, Conn., has 
attiacted hundreds to WoodUlle, says 
a Hartford dispatch to the New York 
Sun. Among the visitors were Joseph 
Tilden and Patrick Council, miners, 
who ha\e been in tbe Black Hills for 
the past seven years. These men came 
ea&t on business and were in New York 
when they got tbe idea of looking into 
mining prospects in tbe east, having in 
view paiucularly the working of the 
abandoned copper rnmes of Connecti- 
cut, which they thought might be prof- 
itable on account of the high price of 
tbe metal. 


Disappointed in not being able to 


lease a mine in Granby, they went 
across to the town of Tolland, the na- 
tive place of Tilden. There they learn- 
ed of the discovery in Somers and im- 
mediately drove over the hills to that 
town and called on the discoverer. Dr. 
Garner C. Wood. They examined his 
specimens, took fresh ones from the 
point of the ledge where blasting has 
been done crudely by farm hands em- 
ployed by tbe doctor and were so Im- 
pressed that they endeavored to nego- 
tiate with the doctor for the operation 
of the mine under a lease. Dr. Wood 
refused to consider their proposition. 


A reporter the other day took speci- 


mens from the Somers mine to the of- 
fice of Henry Souther state chemist 
for Connecticut, water commissioner at 
Hartford an<3 an expert in metallurgy. 
He has charge of the testing depart- 
ment of tbe Electric Vehicle company. 
He had assayed some specimens from 
the Somers ledge and reported them as 
showing as high as $300 to the ton. 
The specimen of the rock taken to him 
was tested roughly by being heated in 
a fire for three hours and showed gold 
specks or flakes in such quantity as to 
warrant the belief that the ore from 
which tbe piece was taken Is even ricit- 
er than tbe tests made previously. Mr. 
Souther regard* tbe discovery as Im- 
portant. 


Two assays by Professor John EX 


Sutphen of Glens Falls, N. Y., show 
gold, one to the extent of $22.90 a too 
gold, with $3.80 silver, and the other of 
$14.11 a ton gold, with $1.80 silver; 
iron. 2 per cent, copper, 1 per cent An 
assay made by Henry E. Wood of Den- 
ver from rock gathered In tbe neigh- 
borhood of tbe ledge in question and 
not so rich shows $8 a ton. 


The property owned by tbe discover- 


er was formerly a part of the farm of 
Theodore Sheldon. Dr. Wood bought 
87 acres from the farmer a few weeks 
ago. paying $1,000 for the tract and 
surprising the neighborhood by the ex- 
travagance of the price. Under ordi- 
nary conditions the land would be val- 
ued at ibout $150. The price of land 
has gi.-'ie up. and tracts of tbe most 
worthless character are held at "high 
valuations awaiting the development 
of the Wood mine. Each assay and 
every visit of an engineer thus far has 
bad tbe effect of making tbe market go 
up a notch or two. 


Dr. Garner C. Wood, tbe discoverer, 


Is 78 years old. He practiced medicine 
In several places. His health failing, 
he returned to his native place at 
Woodville In 1853 and has since resid- 
ed there. A throat affection has kept 
him from active work in his profes- 
sion. He studied astronomy, geology 
and ornithology and became an expert 
taxidermist. In 18C2 he was elected 
to tha Connecticut legislature 
fiom 


Somers as a war Democrat. In 1868 
he was appointed an ornithologist to 
accompany tbe government expedition 
to make explorations in Alaska, but at 
the last moment was forced to decline 
the appointment from family reasons. 
The offer was made by Professor 
Baird of the Smithsonian institution, 
an admirer of Dr. Wood's work in 
ornithology. 


To retain his health Dr. Wood has 


spent much time In outdoor exercise, 
especially fox hunting, and knows the 
hills and woods of Somers and the sur- 
rounding parts of Connecticut and 
Massachusetts 
thoroughly. 
Thirty 


years ago he found traces of gold in 
the rocks, but it was not until July 4. 
1897, that he struck upon the ledge at 
which bis men are now blasting. Since 
that time he has been quietly arrang- 
ing for the purchase of the property, 
making no statement to the public un- 
til a few days ago, when he closed 
the transaction and became the owner 
of the tract of 37 acres which com- 
prises the greater part of tbe particu- 
lar ledge where the deposits seem tbe 
best 
The ledge is apparently 1,200 


feet long and 400 feet wide. The rock 
I* bluish and green in color where not 
itained with iron rust and contains 
iron pyrites, sulphur a ad arsenic.

A WONDERFUL WEAPON. \ 


tew Army PUtol DUcharsre* 116

Capable of discharging 116 bullets a 


minute at a high initial velocity, the 
new automatic pistol adopted by the 
board of ordnance and fortification for 
the United States army is in many re- 
spects a remarkable weapon, says the 
New York World. As a first step to- 
ward the equipment of the array with 
the new arm an order for 1,000 of the 
pistols for the use of the cavalry aas 
been placed wltfi the manufacturers. 
The inventor Is George Luger, a former 
officer in the Austrian army. H. 
Tauscher. who came to the United 
States to submit the Luger pistol to the 
government, said recently that the new 
pistol was the result of ten years' ex- 
periment. 
"In a recent test at Washington the 


pistol met all requirements and re- 
ceived tbe unanimous approval of the 
members of tbe board," said Mr. 
Tanscher. "Its chief points are its fine 
shape, its balance, its precision of aim, 
its rapidity of fire and its great sim- 
plicity. It operates on the link system, 
has a magazine containing eight car- 
tridges which is thrown out when emp- 
ty and may be replaced by a single 
mo-\ ement. It us>es a .32 caliber bullet. 
The initial velocity of 1,200 feet a sec- 
ond gives this bullet a greater striking 
effect than a .44 calibei bullet fiom the 
pistol now In use in this country."

The\ hare 
tery large feet, notable ^or tbe fact that 
the middle toes are invariably the Ions 
est. 1 saw the big fellow U meusuifd run 
barefooted over a patch <.T sharp stubble 
left by stalks of the caiUul flag which 
had been burned. His reet \\ere not hurt 
in the least. 
It was common to see the men come to 


our campfire and poke tke coals with 
their naked toes. One fellow had thus 
burned all his toe nails black, although 
his feet were otherwise uninjured. 


The toes of these people are remarka- 


ble for their nioxbleness. I saw one man 
pick up a redhot coal with his foot to 
light his cigarette. Another, walking 
along the road, thus clutcheJ a stick 
which he wished to use for a cane 1 gave 
a child a lumb of sugar. He diopptd it, 
bat the nimble toes caught it and brought 
it to his hand. 


Upon the death ot one of the tribe his 


kinsmen all cut their hair to a shortness 
proportionate to the relationship of each 
to the deceased. The property of the 
dead man is given to different members 
of the tribe, never to the relatives. This 
is to prevent disputes as to ownership. 
The house having been deprived of the 
valuables, tbe corpse is permitted to re- 
main within while fuel is collected and a 
fire kindled underneath. Thus each man's 
house becomes his funeral pyre. 


All the Cocopas paint their faces and 


are more or less tattooed. The foreheads 
of the men are tattooed with circles or 
zigzag marks. Upon marrying, the wom- 
en must be tattooed with various designs. 


When a Cocopa girl is ready to take a 


husband, a bole is dug in the ground, and 
in it is built a fire, kept burning until th« 
surrounding earth is thoroughly warmed. 
The fire is then extinguished aad th« 
bride elect placed in the pit. She is bur- 
ied to her neck, and in this condition It 
left standing until morning. After being 
dug out the next morning she is supposed
